1 . This communication is in response to the continuation application filed on 
3/26/04. 

Claims 1-40 are pending in this Office Action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C.

I. Claims 1-18, 28, and 38-40 are drawn to link nodes structured, (i.e., data 
structure), classified in class 704, subclass 101. 

II. Claim 19-22, and 29-37 is drawn to receiving/storing/query classified in 
class 707, subclass 3. 

III. Claim 23-27 is drawn to creating a full text-node/HTML (i.e., document 
processing) classified in class 715, subclass 513. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions in Groups I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention in Group I 
has separate utility such as link nodes structured, (i.e., data structure). See MPEP § 
806.05(d). Invention in Group II has separate utility and receiving/storing/query. 
Invention III has separate utility and creating a full text-node/HTML (i.e., document 
processing).
